Revs. D. P. Bridges, H. D. Harrell, J. D. Bailey 
and others preached at the stand on Friday and Sat- 
urday.

Bostic, dressed in his Chinese costume, gave a brief 
geographical and agricultural description of China, 
and^dwelt extensively on the manners and customs'of 
the Chinese, their modes of conveyance, etc., show- 
ing* some of the difficulties in learning their language 
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and how a very slight mistake of tone would make 
the speaker say something entirely . different from 
what he intended; and many other things pertaining 
to that antipodal country. 

The attendance on the first day was large, and it 
increased with every day of the session, until on the 
last day (Sunday) the crowd was immense. 

Great streams of people flowed in from every direc- 
tion, with the addition of two railway excursions— 
one from Shelby and the other from Blacksburg, S. 
C., who gathered to witness the closing exercises of 
the Forty-fifth Annual Session of this body, to form
